Almost 2.000 feet still higher grow the 
piiio. I.eresmall and stunted, there tnns- 
ing fragrant branches tweiitv feet in air, 
and occasionly some did cedar or lir ris 
ing commandii.gly above all the rest. 
The pines follow the railroad a linnet 
halfway down to the Cuernavaca va 
f-om the mystic mountain of Tres Ma- 
rias. Then the road cleaves one of these 
monstrous jewels, those uncut diamonds 
known as ihe Te pot Ian rocks that gem 
with 6avage grandeur the eastern end of 
tliat valley. The pines with their frag 
rant breath disappear and at a height of 
4,500 feet above the sea level the palu.s 
appear, varied but always beautiful and 
suggestive o: the warm, generous trop- 
ka. 

"The eye artistic, "seein' things," as 
my old friend, Boyle Doty, used to say, 
c*u see a rare and lovely picture evolve 
f-om the morning haze of the I*— T— T»- 
ca valley. As the traiu leaves Tres 
Marias and wiuds down the mouutaiii 
slope, curving past those magnificent 
rinnacles of porphyrv that carry on 
tbeir broken point* the ruins of temples, 
( . reliance of au Aieatic race, the eye 
tests on the Cuernavaca valley and in 
its center the castled town of Corlez, 



The opening of this country w ill at- 
tract the attention of the people who are 
crowded out in the great struggle for 
riches in other parts of the world.
